It is only within the past few days 
that anything resembling an old time 
lobby has cropped out in the Legis­ 
lature. 
In the

dors only a few relics of the once in­ 
fluential members of the Third House 
were visible, standing in'listloss con 
temptation of the glorious days when 
the '"sack" was open at both ends.

members seem to be doing their 


own 
lobbying, and as it is well-known 
that there are certain members of 
both Houses who are careless about
